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F, according to Mr. Lecks“ we are 
born without ideas, and incapable of

If any of the nobility” ſhould fay that 1 
preſs' them rather too hard, I beg leave to 
remind them, that they are intereſted in the

I have now communicated to your Land- 
ſhip; and to the world, the outline of a plan, 
which, I flatter myſelf, you will not think 
beneath your attention.

St. Giles's to buy a cheap brace of piſtols, 
I have yet a few words to add, concerning 
this ſcheme of taxation. It will be found ſo 
little burdenſome to the people, that you

I do not advance this as an argument for 
proſecuting the war. As things are now 
ſituated, the juſtice or injuſtice of the origi-
